17% IN SEPTEMBER 


Nine Months’ Total of 
$389,440,329 Is 
Announced

ASHINGTON, Oct. 3 
Exports of Ameri- 

can automotive products dur- 
ing September registered an 
increase of 17 per cent. over 
the same month of last year, 
but a decline of 29 per cent. 
below the August total, the 
Department of Commerce an- 
nounced today. 

The month of September, gen- 
erally accompanied by reduced 
production caused by necessary 
manufacturing changes incidental 
to the production of new models 
and the inventory period, wit- 
messed a corresponding decrease 
in shipments, the total exports 
having a valuation of $34,162,711. 
This figure registered a decrease 
of $14,602,841 below the August 
total of $48,765,552, although show- 
ing an increase of $5,033,092 over 
September, 1927. 


Despite the considerable falling | 
off in shipments during the month, | 


the exports for the third quarter 
were very well maintained. 


ing the first three months of this 
year was $118,861,397. 

During the second quarter this 
total arose to $141,073,285, and in 
the July to September period, ship- 
ments amounted to $129,505,647. The 
total for the first nine months of 
this year amounted to $389,440.329, 
with a monthly average of $43,271,- 
148, as compared with $35,202,834 for 
the January to September period of 
1927. 

The reduced exports of passenger 
cars during September were occa- 
sioned almost entirely by a consid- 
erable falling off in the exports of 
passenger cars in the low price range 
and trucks in the lower capacity 
range. 

Unit shipments of passenger cars 
during the month were 9,521 in 
number, or 29.7 per cent., below 
August, although totaling 3,461, or 
18.2 per cent., over September of 
1927. Truck shipments. declined 
8,127 units, or 50 per cent., below 
the August figure, but slightly ex- 
ceeded the shipments during the 
corresponding period of last year.

F. L. Smith, pioneer Detroit manu- 
facturer of automobiles, who dates 


back to the earliest days when the 
Olds Motor Works was operating in 
Detroit, is writing some of his 
reminiscences in Detroit Saturday 
Night. In a recent issue, Mr. Smith 
recalls the historic interview be- 
tween a committee representing ten 
makers, formed in Detroit with a 
war fund of $25,000, and the repre- 
sentatives of the Selden patent, back 
in 1903. The meeting was held in 
New York, in the home of William 
C. Whitney, and Mr. Smith’s recol- 
lections of it are full of memory- 
stirring things. J 

With him on the committee were 
Col. Charles Clifton of Pierce, 
Packard of Packard, Davis of Lo- 
comobile and Cutler of Knox. The 
discussion lasted two hours, and 
Mr. Smith records the characteristic 
fact that during the entire inter- 
view Mr. Packard did not say a 
word. On one occasion, Frederic 
Betts, the patent attorney, asked 
him a direct question, but Mr. 
Packard, after looking at Mr. Betts 
for what must have seemed like a 
very long time, merely made a gest- 
ure that indicated that Mr. Cutler 
would do the talking. The Detroit 
committee carried its major points, 
which included the payment of 1.25 
per cent. royalty, of which .75 per 
cent. went to the Electric Vehicle 
Company, which controlled the Sel- 
den patent, and .5 per cent. to an as- 
sociation of automobile manufac- 
turers. ‘The association was the 
Association of Licensed Automobile 





Manufacturers, the forerunner of 
the present National Automobile 
Chamber of Commerce.

A recent visitor to Detroit. was 
Luis Carreras, Spanish distributor 
of Packard cars. Senor Carreras 
spoke interestingly of the progress 
being made by Spain in the devel- 
opment of good roads. “Under Pre- 
mier Rivera’s leadership,” said the 
visitor, ‘“$100,000,000 has been ap- 
propriated by the government as a 
start on a comprehensive system of 
roads that will cover all Spain. The 
system will be known as the Circuito 
Nacional, and practically the entire 
country will be opened to the mo- 
torist when the task is completed. 

“A driver may go as fast as he 
likes. Sharp turns will be elimi- 
nated and unavoidable curves will 
be banked. The idea of by-pass 
roads around cities, first advocated 
some years ago by President Macau- 
ley of Packard, will be used to avoid 
towns in which traffic congestion 
would occur. . Crossings will be 
closed automatically, grades made 
easy and the roads’ surfaces will be 
hard and smooth. Everything is to 
be done to make possible maximum 
speed with minimum danger. 

“Luminous signs will mark curves 
to lessen the dangers of night driv- 
ing. Advertising boards will be re- 
stricted within twenty-five meters 
of the road. And there will be a 
chain of first-aid stations, to be

“We go over these reports with 
our men weekly, and at various 
times we get some good points from 
some of the men who have sold a 
quantity of major items. On the 
other hand, when a man has not 
sold enough to satisfy us, there are 
times when we can give him reasons 
for doing better. But they may have 
reasons why they have not sold 
these items, and when we hear them 
there are times when we are able 
to help them to increase their busi- 
ness on these items. From time to 
time we run contests on some of 
these items and in that way get 
more interest from our men.

The Elin Auto Supply Company, 
Newark, N. J.. makes a breakdown 
analysis and its salesmen make a 
daily report. The report form in- 
cludes room for “other specials,” and 
the policy is to select three items 
the week, and, as was stated, “gives 
us an opportunity to rotate our 
sales attention and gives us a better 
turnover on our merchandise.” 

In commenting on the plan, Ray 
M. Smith, manager accessory divi- 
sion, Thomas J. Northway, Inc., 
Rochester, N. Y., says: “We have 
been employing a daily call sheet 
in connection with a breakdown 
analysis for the last two years, and 
we have found it to be highly satis- 
factory. It gives us an absolute 
check on the number of calls made 
each day by our salesmen. the 
amount of business done by ihpm 
on the various lines we are pushing. 
as well as the grand total for ihe 
day. This also reveals the average 
sale per call and enables us to point 
out to each salesman his various 
weaknesses. The main point is that 
the salesman at the end of each 
day’s work knows exactly how much 
business he has done. The report 
is of mutual advantage to the house 
and the salesman. A great many 
objects are accomplished by a daily 
report sheet of this kind, and we 
highly recommend its use or a s'mi- 
lar one by jobbers who travel a <ell- 
ing organization.” 

“We have used the method quite

Accessory lines have 
proven big sellers and con- 
stitute a necessary branch of 
any live and_ enterprising 
firm, according to Frank Mc- 
Garry, manager of F. Mc- 
Garry & Co., distributors of 
Buick cars. Although in 
business only a few years, the 
company attributes its 
growth to some extent to the 
steady volume of sales 
recorded monthly in the acces- 
sory department. 

“We have no set way of stimu- 
lating sales of accessories,” said 
Mr. McGarry, “but handbills and 
newspaper advertising are given 
considerable attention by our 
firm, and the results in the past 
have proven satisfactory. So great 
has the call for accessories been 
that we have found it necessary to 
turn our office into a department 
devoted to the sale of these lines, 
and, as you can see, we are pretty 
well stocked up. 

“At this time we are buying solely 
through jobbers, and we are in- 
clined to believe that this method 
is the most economical. Shock ab- 
sorbers. spark plugs, windshield 
wipers, brake linings, bumpers and 
tires are all good sellers, but these 
are only a few of the numerous 
lines carried by our firm. When our 
accessory department was opened 
we only handled a few products, but 
the call from our customers was so 
consistent that we gradually ex- 
panded and continued to add new 
lines, with the result that the 
monthly profits compare favorably 
with the gains in our serice depart- 
ment. 

“One of the chief problems con- 
fronting us was a manner in which 
to place our lines before the public, 
and consequently we decided to use 
the entire front section formerly 
used for office purposes. Attract.ve 
showcases and . neatly designed 
shelves also attract the eye of the 
average customer and help to pro- 
mote sales 

“We have regular customers for 
our lines and from time to time 
new ones are added to the list. 

Holiday sales around the latter 
part of the year are usually very 
heavy, as many of our customers 
buy accessories for gifts. We en- 
deavor to satisfy all and new lines 
for which we have a call are con- 
stantly being added.” 


Monthly profits vary, according to} 


Mr. McGarry, depending somewhat 
on the season of the year, with the 
spring and summer months usually 
recording the largest volume of 
sales. The fact that Buick cars 
handled by the firm come through 
fully equipped does not hinder sale 
of accessory lines. he claims, and 
repa‘r parts are always in wide de- 
mand. Generally speaking, he be- 
lieves that guaranteed accesory lines 
are a necessary branch to any live 
and hustling firm, as they help to 
make ends meet when business 1s 
dul] in other departments.
